Counterfeiting 

From Hsing rising to Sing Sing

It started as an incidental investigation. An alarm went 
off at Hsing Hsing Embroidery in the City of Industry 
last Sunday. Responding deputies didn’t find any bur¬ 
glar, but they did find labels, labels, labels. Sewing 
machines, and thousands of labels from companies such 
as Nike and Polo. Their suspicions aroused, they ob¬ 
tained a search warrant and returned the following day, 
where they began gathering evidence against Hsing 
Hsing’s owners, Yuchen arid Fu Huang of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, a husband and wife couple who were arrested be¬ 
fore noon on Monday. 

Said Sheriffs Detective Jeff Cochran, who filed the 
case yesterday, “The only charge is counterfeiting. The 
victims are the trademarked companies.” The counter¬ 
feiting charge can be either a felony or a misdemeanor, 
depending on volume. In this case, with over 1,(XX) units 
of two different labels, it qualifies as a felony, though 
Cochran describes the charge as a ‘wobbler’, i.e. one in 
which there is discretion to prosecute as a misdemean¬ 
or even with the larger volume. 

The business has been seized, along with what one 
industry source estimates as $1.5 million worth of inven¬ 
tory, which will most likely be destroyed, though donat¬ 
ing the merchandise for out of country charity is a pos¬ 
sibility. Though Cochran considers it unlikely that the 
couple would get the maximum sentence, the charge is 
punishable by up to three years in State prison, a 
$5(X),000 fine, and restitution payments. Furthermore, 
says Cochran, there is the possibility erf a civil trial: “This | 
doesn’t end at the criminal arena. People buy things be¬ 
cause of the trademark. It’s a direct loss to the compa¬ 
ny.” 

Investigator John Black for Investigative Consultants 
says that most often, his company brings cases to the 
attention of law enforcement officials. Not so on Sun¬ 
day, when it was vice-versa. 90% of I.C.’s business is 
trademark enforcement, and it’s not as rare as you might 
think. ‘They (the sheriffs department) called us Sun¬ 
day night. On Sunday during the day, we had already 
seized 7,000 units in an unrelated case,” said Black. 

Black called the condition of the garments “not the 
greatest,” as is usually the case. He also stated that the 
Huangs made “millions a year, it’s safe to say,” with 
their operation. The merchandise was apparently bound 
for swap meets. Said Black, “Merchandise of this qual¬ 
ity would not go to reputable retailers.” He stated that 
the victims go beyond just the trademarked companies. 
“People buy these things because of the label, but then 
they don’t get the top quality that it usually represents. 
It’s good for our clients, for the public, and for the U.S. 
economy to pursue these cases.” Though swap meets can 
have legitimate distributors of name brand merchandise. 
Black advised consumers to shop at authorized dealers 
to make sure they’re getting the product they’re paying 
for. _

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Dear Mayor Hester: 

As President of the 
Jameson Foundation, this 
is a letter I hoped I would 
never have to write. Re¬ 
cent adverse publicity re¬ 
garding the Jameson Leg¬ 
acies residential project 
requires the Jameson Di¬ 
rectors to finally express 
their concerns. 

In 1920 James W. and 
Ida M. Jameson purchased 
the residence at 481 W. 
Highland for their perma¬ 
nent home. He was 60 and 
she was 59 years of age. 
They had amassed a sub- 
stantional fortune and 
were generously sharing it 
with others. Many living 
here in Sierra Madre. 

Both Ida May and 
James, who pas.sed away 
in 1934, also, gave grants 
to many worthy cau.ses in 
Sierra Madre. In 1955 Ida 
May established the J.W. 
and Ida M. Jameson Foun¬ 
dation to advance her gen¬ 
erosity. While avoiding all 
publicity and cherishing 
her anonymity. Upon her 
death in 1963, at the age of 
102, the Foundation Direc¬ 
tors continued to honor her 
lead for privacy. 

Now, However, offi¬ 
cials of the City of Sierra 




and unsubstantiated ru¬ 
mors to escalate into me¬ 
dia publicity damaging to 
the Jameson Trust and 
Foundation. Implying the 
Jameson Trust had crimi¬ 
nally violated its judiciary 
responsibilities. Which we 
will not allow to stand un¬ 
challenged. These false 
accusations should have 
never been allowed to 
reach a public forum be¬ 
fore the City Council. 
Forcing undo humiliation 
to falsely accused Lew 
Watanabe. Who, as you 
know, has dedicated many 
hours on behalf of the City. 
Absolutely unconsciona¬ 
ble. 

The Jameson Trust has 
suffered in silence to past 
illegal actions of the City 
in our efforts to create the 
Jameson Legacies, a valu¬ 
able asset to Sierra Madre. 
But, enough is enough. 

We could not expect the 
average citizen to know 
what the Foundation has 
done for this community. 
But, as City officials, you 
should certainly know we 
have given not one but two 
ambulances to the Fire 
Department annual funds 
to the Library, the Search 
and Rescue Team plus, 
and extra $50,000 to the 
Library when they wanted 
to expand the facility. And, 
as City officials, word 
should have trickled down 
to you from the many 
schools, churches and civ¬ 
ic entities who, over the 
last ten years alone, have 
received over $1,000,00 
from our Foundation. 

We expect no special 
recognition for our past 
generosity. We can only 
wonder how the average 
person applying to the city 
for permits or whatever are 
treated, knowing what has 
happened to us. 

In 1991 we had plans 
prepared for subdividing 
the remaining 4+ acres of 
the Jameson estate, which 
we submitted to the City. 
Having dealt with a num¬ 
ber of southern California 
cities in the past I expect¬ 
ed delays but, never to the 
extreme received from 
your City. Nor, did we ex¬ 
pect to have agreements 


broken and coerced into 
signing agreements. 

Our concerns are direct¬ 
ed to all personnel in¬ 
volved within the City on 
our project, not just to you 
as Mayor. Here, briefly is 
and outline of our con¬ 
cerns: 

1. In March 1988 the 
City Council scheduled a 
meeting ;in which they 
hoped to place over 100 
structures within the City 
on their Historical list. We 
attended along with our at¬ 
torney. He requested, in 
writing, that the Jameson 
property not be placed on 
this list. The Council vot¬ 
ed not to place it on their 
list. The ‘estate’ house at 
481 and the house at 443 
W. Higland were on a sin¬ 
gle lot of 4+ acres. 

2. The subdivision map 
for this 4+ acres, submit¬ 
ted to the City, was for di¬ 
viding it into 10 lots. With 
a minimum. We were ask¬ 
ing for no variances. The 
objections and unneces¬ 
sary delays were ludi¬ 
crous. Final approval re¬ 
quired a Historical Over¬ 
lay placed on each parcel. 
In my opinion a definite 
violation of the 1988 
agreement. 

'T'His arbitrary action 
forced us to submit a re¬ 
quest for a Conditional 
Use Permit for each resi¬ 
dence. Opening it to unin- 
fomied spectators to make 
unreasonable complaints. 
Plus the city presented the 
homes to the public with 
inflated footage by adding 
the garages and porches to 
the square footage. A no 
brainer. Causing countless 
delays. Resulting in virtu¬ 
ally no significant chang¬ 
es to our original plans. 

3. After all eight plans 
were approved by the rel¬ 
evant departments the City 
refused to issue permits. 
Refused, until we signed 
Preservation Easements, 
favorable to the City, on 
our existing homes at 443 
& 481 W. Highland. 
Blackmail? 

What did we do? We 
kept silent but; 

a. The $125,000 the 
City had to borrow from 
the Sanwa Bank could, 
most likely, have been fa¬ 
vorably loaned by the 
Jameson Trust. Or possi¬ 
bly donated by the Foun¬ 
dation. If only we had been 
treated reasonably. 

b. The Foundation Di¬ 
rectors were outraged. 
Voted to reduce annual do¬ 
nation to the Library & 
Rescue Team. Ignored re¬ 
quests to restore the City 
pool and pay for a third 
ambulance for about 
$85,000. 

After we signed, under 
duress, the Preservation 
Easements, permits were 
finally issued to construct 
our eight homes. And, now 
we understand the Preser¬ 
vation Easements are be¬ 
ing rescinded. What a 
waste. 

Thus, we were able to 
finally start construction 
in February 1995. At least 
two years of the four wast¬ 
ed on unnecessary delays. 

Now, back to the ad¬ 
verse publicity that pro¬ 
voked this letter. As a 
builder with 40 years of 
experience, I was on top of 
construction on a daily 
basis. So, I know the ru¬ 
mors about Brion Costa, 
Lew Watanabe and others 
are just not true. A phone 
call to me would have re¬ 


vealed; 

a. Brion Costa submit¬ 
ted a monthly report of all 
financial transactions, 
complete with bank state¬ 
ments to me and our CPA. 
Who audited them. They 
were submitted, by our at¬ 
torney, to the Superior 
Court of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia for their thorough 
examination. Each report 
was officially stamped and 
approved by the courts. 

b. Lew Watanabe did 
no work on this property 
until long after he and the 
other Tree Preservation 
Commission members re¬ 
viewed the site and voted 
to approve our tree pro¬ 
gram. After which these 
members had no occasion 
to vote on our project. In 
fact, they never to our 
knowledge returned, as a 
group, to inspect our work. 
With no further reason to 
vote, how could there be a 
conflict of interest. 

How much Lew was 
paid is no business of oth¬ 
ers. I hope he made a profit 
but, it is certainly no where 
near what has been ru¬ 
mored and written as 
amounts being passed 
around. 

No one can change 
what has already hap¬ 
pened. But, in the City 
Council meeting on, I be¬ 
lieve it was September 
23rd, one Council member 
asked for the resignation 
of Lorrayne Russman. 
Another member suggest¬ 
ed it unfair to deny com¬ 
missioners the right to 
work on related projects. 
Either he or another mem¬ 
ber stated that common 
practice was to abstain 
from casting a vote. 

My impression was that 
nothing was resolved. 
And, what seems to be 
normal procedure, it was 
all tabled to a later date. As 
President of the Jameson 
Foundation, and as an out¬ 
raged resident, I ask that 
these problems be re¬ 
solved internally and not 
in a public forum. In my 
opinion the person respon¬ 
sible for lies and rumors 
should be dealt with se¬ 
verely. 

And, how with three of 
our homes sold and occu¬ 
pied we cannot tolerate 
any more wild accusations 
being published. The most 
recent flurry of adverse 
news has caused potential 
buyers to ask: “What’s 
wrong with this city?” and 
“Is there something I 
should know about this 
city?” Before I spent over 
a million dollars for a 
home I would want to 
know the same thing. 

We can only hope we 
have not lost a couple of 
sales because of it. And, 
how can the City justify 
losing the tax revenue 
from all the delays and 
possible loss of sales. So 
far the City has received 
no extra tax revenue from 
our project. So, please, 
keep the dirty linen in City 
Hall.

Sierra Madre Holidays 


Halloween was always the coolest 
holiday, we got to celebrate. It took ^ 
day for that old sun to go down and for 
it to get dark. It seemed like forever. I 
had to go to school, do my chores, eat 
dinner and still it wasn’t time to get my 
costume on and then finally it was time 
and I was ready for action. I knew from 
the year before all the good houses to go 
to, but I’d hit most all the houses, just in 
case my memory wasn’t right. 

The houses were all over town in 
those days, even Sierra Madre Blvd. 
There weren’t many condos or big apart¬ 
ment buildings in those days. They were 
mostly single family residences, many a 
Halloween I would fill up one big shop¬ 
ping bag full of candy andthen I’d take 
that bag home and start out all over again 
with another empty bag. 

In those days all the people went all 
out on Halloween for the kids and there 
sure were a bunch of us living in Sierra 
Madre. Many, and I mean many, of the 
residents would give out candy apples, 
and big five cent candy bars, and wax 
bags filled with pop corn balls and 
homemade cookies and homemade 
fudge. All the GOOD STUFF. Many 
of the people would also invite us in and 
offer us cups of apple cider and compli¬ 
ment us on our Halloween costumes. I 
would meet some other kids downtown 
around Kersting Court and if there were 
any girls with the kids downtown, we 
would head east on Sierra Madre Blvd. 
All the way down to the graveyard. We 
would have it set up for a couple of guys 
to break off from our group and get to 
the graveyard first. We would start teas¬ 
ing the girls about the graveyard just 
before we got there and by the time we 
arrived at the entrance the girls were 
really scared. We would start walking 
through the middle of the graveyard and 
the girls had to follow so they wouldn’t 
get left behind-not while in the ceme¬ 
tery ! As the girls came up behind us, the 
two guys that got there first were hiding 
behind headstones and started making 
weird noises. That’s all it took! Those 
girls would take off running and scream¬ 
ing, right past us and out the other end 
of the graveyard. We laughed and hoot¬ 
ed all the way home. 

Once home us boys spilled out our 
bags of goodies on the living room car¬ 
pet to check it out. The good people of 
Sierra Madre were sure generous with us 
kids. It would take a long, long time to 
eat all that candy. And a longer time to 
savor the sweetness of the memory. 

I remember how I felt on all the hol¬ 
idays: each one had a special different 
meaning in it for me when I was a little 
guy, they were sweet memories, coupled 
with love and excitement. Holidays are 
still wonderful but not as extremely spe¬ 
cial as they were when I was a little child 
growing up happy in Sierra Madre. 

Easter was a big event at our home. 
Oh, boy! 

On Saturday night before Easter all us 
kids would sit at the kitchen table and 
Mom would bring us freshly boiled eggs 
to color. Each of us would have a half 
dozen coffee cups in front of us and 
Mom would give us each a package of 
Easter egg dye and a egg picker-up. We 
would open the package and put one tab¬ 
let into each of the cups, each one a dif¬ 
ferent color. Mom would then bring the 
vinegar bottle to the table and put a lit¬ 
tle in each cup. I still remember that 
acrid smell. Mom had a tea kettle full 
of boiling water on the stove and then 
she would bring the teakettle from the 
stove and put some boiling water into 
each cup. We would watch the steam 
rise up from the cups. It smelled like 
vinegar all over the kitchen. 

We would let the mixture steep a few 
minutes and then stir each cup with a 
spoon. Wow! What glorious colors to 
behold. Each of us kids had a half doz¬ 


en eggs to put into our cups and make 
different colors of eggs. I remember I 
always left my eggs in the cups for a 
long, long time, almost until the boiling 
water got cold. My other brothers would 
take their eggs out of the dye cups too 
soon and their eggs would have pale col¬ 
ors, but when I would take my eggs out 
of the cups they were brilliant and vi¬ 
brant and I thought they looked wonder¬ 
ful. Much better that those pale ones. 
Mom would then bring a big round plat¬ 
ter to the kitchen table with a layer of 
artificial grass on it. Each of us boys 
would place our colored eggs just so on 
the platter and then Mom would bring us 
a bunch of bags of different kinds of 
small candies like jelly beans, spice 
drops and chocolate kisses and we 
would surround our beautiful eggs with 
all of the candy pieces—what a beauti¬ 
ful sight! 

The next day was Easter Sunday! We 
boys would run into the living room and 
start looking for Easter baskets. We 
knew they were there, and well hidden, 
we had to find them ourselves and if I 
found a basket that didn’t have my name 
on it, I wouldn’t say anything. That 
would spoil another brother’s surprise. 
I was sure excited when I finally found 
my Easter basket and my heart would 
jump a beat. Wow! It was always a big 
basket with all kinds of neat stuff in it. 
There were some of the Easter eggs we 
boys had colored the night before, and 
little toys to play with, and all kinds of 
candy and always a great big chocolate 
Rabbit. 

Mom would tell us to cool it on eat¬ 
ing too much candy before breakfast so 
we did. Mom would have taken charge 
of the baskets if we didn’t stop eating the 
candy then. We sure didn’t want that! 

Right after breakfast was when the 
real action started. We boys would help 
Mom clean up the morning dishes and 
get the stuff out of the refrigerator for 
dinner. On Easter we always had a big 
leg of lamb with all the trimmings. Mom 
always let me get the margarine ready 
when we needed some. In those days 
margarine came in a big plastic bag and 
was all white, there was a red button of 
orange colored stuff in the middle of the 
bag. It was my job to squeeze and 
squeeze and keep squeezing that plastic 
bag until it was a nice yellow color all 
the way through. Then I took a scissors 
from the kitchen drawer and cut the top 
of the plastic bag off and squeezed the 
margarine out of the bag and into a 
round soup bowl. We couldn’t afford to 
buy butter in those days because it was 
too expensive and you needed ration 
stamps because of the war going on. I 
guess the margarine tasted o.k. I guess. 
It got eaten. 

In the middle of the afternoon the rest 
of the family would arrive: Grandma and 
Grandpa, and Aunt Nan and my other 
grandmother Ann, who didn’t like being 
called grandma, so we called here “Man¬ 
ny.” Our guests would always bring us 
more candy, like we needed it—but we 
didn’t knock it, we always accepted it 
gratefully and after thanking them, we 
added it to our larder. 

Soon we would all sit down to the 
best dinner ever and Dad would say 
grace and we would eat until we all were 
stuffed. After supper we boys could go 
out and play until sunset when we all had 
to come back in the house. Soon, all of 
the relatives had to leave and Mom 
would always have “left-over” bags for 
each one of them. That made them 
smile. 

We boys had to go brush our teeth and 
put on our pajamas on and get ready for 
bed. We didn’t mind going to bed too 
much, because tomorrow we could get 
back to our Easter baskets with all that 
good candy and stuff.

The shift in the 
Cahtornra economy and its effect on education priori¬ 
ties is not lost on Conijn, who adds, “Education is be¬ 
come more important for everyone. We don’t have a lot 
of factories around here. Our students have to learn about 
technology, health care, and other jobs which will be 
ripening We have to maintain our excellent level of in¬ 
struction in those areas.” Conijn also stresses constant 
vigilance in programs and course offerings. 

David Ma is a 15-year Arcadia resident who grew up 
in I lavvaii /\t the University of Hawaii, he received his 

Bachelor’s and Master’s of 
Arts in International Rela¬ 
tions. A former US Army 
and State Department For¬ 
eign Service Officer, he 
was also founding member 
and President of the 
Monterey Park Kiwanis 
Club. In the Kiwanis, he 
also served as Lt. Gover¬ 
nor of Division 10 (the San 
Gabriel Valley), and 
chaired the International 
Relations committee. He 
describes his major talent 
as “building bridges 
aiTiong different cultural groups, and promoting har¬ 
mony.” He was the Vice-Chair of the Monterey Park 
Cultural Commission, and for two years was the Vice- 
Chair of the Republican Council of Los Angeles. He has 
co-chaired the Chinese American Political Alliance, and 
was the Advisor to the Salvation Army. He has been 
active in the Chinese-America PTA, and has served as 
a boardmember for the Monterey Park Boys and Girls 
Club. He is currently the President of the Chinese- 
American Civil Rights Organization. 

Why is David Ma running for the PCC Board of 
Trustees? Says Ma, “T ve been very perplexed as to why 
our kids always fail to achieve our goal. Our test scores 
are t(M) low. I’m speaking of the United States in gen¬ 
eral, and specifically, California.” David believes that 
children need more self-respect and self-confidence at 
the lower levels, and better education at the college level, 
with a focus on interna¬ 
tionalization. “Our kids 
have to understand the 21 st 
century will involve a 
more worldwide culture 
and economy.

Doggone Therapeutic

Huntington Memorial 
Hospital has a couple of 
unusual volunteers in Rob¬ 
erta and Albert Saftler. 
Every week, they stop in 
and make rounds, visiting 
patients. Actually, 
Roberta, a 30-year Arcadia 
resident, isn’t all that un¬ 
usual. Albert, however, is 
somewhat different for a 
hospital volunteer. He’s a 
golden retriever. 

Roberta and Albert are 
part of Huntington 
Memorial’s “Pet Assisted 
Therapy” (PAT) program. 
The dogs in the program 
assist in emotional support 
for patients, sometimes in 
the physical aspects of re¬ 
habilitation, or sometimes 
just by being there for pa¬ 
tients whose hospital stays 
may have resulted in their 
being apart from their own 
pets for too long. 

Roberta heard about the 
program five years ago 
from a friend who was try¬ 
ing to get her own dog en¬ 
rolled. Ironically, 
Roberta’s friend’s dog 
didn’t pass the screening 
process, being “too skit¬ 
tish”. It’s not an easy pro¬ 
cess. First, Albert had to 
pass an interview with pro¬ 
gram director and founder 
Holly Pfau, a registered 
recreation therapist who 
started the program with 
her own golden retriever

some 10 years ago. Fol¬ 
lowing the interview, 
Albert was subjected to 
some of the unusual and 
surprising things that hap¬ 
pen in the hospitals, like 
the sudden dropping of a 
bedpan onto a floor. 

Albert was less skittish 
than Roberta’s friend’s 
dog; Roberta then enrolled 
in an eight-week course in 
which she learned the hu¬ 
man aspects of the pro¬ 
gram. She and Albert are 
partners. She learned 
about the people they 
would encounter in the 
hospital, how to deal with 
patients’ family members, 
and how to handle various 
problems that arise. 

Following Roberta’s 
eight-week course, she 
went back for four more 
weeks, this time with Al¬ 
bert. Albert had to learn 
such essential tasks as how 
to climb onto a bed with¬ 
out jumping, how to get 
into a wheelchair (to get 
within arms’ reach of pa¬ 
tients whose condition 
may preclude sharing their 
beds with him), and more. 

The dogs in the PAT 
program are all extremely 
well-behaved, out of ne¬ 
cessity. 80% of the 30+ 
dogs are golden retrievers. 
The don’t bark or growl 
when on duty, and they 
don’t react to the other

dogs in the program. They 
are kept on a leash at all 
times, and wear identify¬ 
ing scarves. Roberta wears 
a smock identifying her as 
part of the team, as well. 
But the scarf doesn’t go on 
Albert too early in the day. 
Says Roberta, “Albert 
loves the visits. 1 don’t put 
his uniform on until we get 
to the parking lot. He gets 
too excited.” Once in the 
hospital, though, Albert is 
all business. 

They go in each Tues¬ 
day, from between two and 
four hours depending on 
Albert’s energy level. 
Each owner/pet team is 
assigned specific depart¬ 
ments in the hospital to 
work in. Roberta and Al¬ 
bert are in rehabilitation 
and transitional care. The 
reaction from the patients? 
“It’s just incredible,” says 
Roberta, “They think it’s 
wonderful. Everyone is 
crazy about them.” 
The dogs must bathe be¬ 
fore each visit, and they 
can be found in every de¬ 
partment with the excep¬ 
tion of maternity. Roberta 
charts every guest seen, 
and the reaction of the pa¬ 
tients and/or family mem¬ 
bers. The dogs are kept on 
leashes at all times, and 
each patient signs an au¬ 
thorization for the visits. 

In addition to the emo¬ 
tional benefits these loving 
visitors provide, some¬ 
times the job is physical in 
nature, too. Roberta recalls 
one patient who was re¬ 
covering from brain sur¬ 
gery. Somewhat intimi¬ 
dated by the rehabilitation 
process, he was not look¬ 
ing forward to his therapy; 
however, brushing Albert 
proved as therapeutic as 
pulling weights with pul¬ 
leys would have been. 
Mission accomplished. 

Perhaps the reaction 
from the patients is incred¬ 
ible, but then again, the 
whole program is some¬ 
what incredible, too. No¬ 
body is as surprised as 
Roberta, who says, “I 
knew what the program 
was supposed to be, but I 
didn’t think it would be 
this rewarding.” Which is 
why she and Albert can be 
found at Huntington Me¬ 
morial Hospital, Tuesday 
after Tuesday, and why the 
patients in the rehabilita¬ 
tion and transitional care 
departments like Tuesdays 
a little bit more than the 
rest of the week.

Written corresponce 
from former Arcadia 
Chamber of Commerce 
Executive Boardmember 
John Wuo regarding 
Michael Costuma and the 
Chamber in general has 
resulted in a written re¬ 
sponse from Chamber 
President/CEO Jana 
Costuma to the Chamber 
Boardmembers. Although 
Wuo, Jana, and Michael 
Costuma indicated an un¬ 
willingness to comment, 
an anonymous source 
faxed our office a copy of 
the response, which we 
quote here in part. The fol¬ 
lowing .statements are at¬ 
tributed to Wuo, and the 
responses to Jana 
Costuma. 

Statement: “Mr. Cos¬ 
tuma may be 
grandfathered in, to finish 
his term, as a Chamber 
Director. However, the 
important issue is, what is 
the right thing for the 
Chamber to do, especially 
if this Director happens to 
be the spouse of our 
Chamber President?” 

Response: “We have a 
process of dealing with is¬ 
sues that come before the 
Board which involves mo¬ 
tions, discussions, and a 
vote. The ‘right thing’ was 
done by taking a vote of 
the Board. The result of the 
vote allows Michael to re¬ 
main on the Board until the 
end of his term.” 

Statement: “Our city is 
in a serious budget crisis, 
and the Chamber has over 
$120,000 in reserve. We 
should reconsider accept¬ 
ing the $50,000 that the 
city gives to the Chamber 
each year. It will be a great 
image builder. Let’s ask 
for a lesser amount this 
year to help our city 
through this budget crisis.” 

Response: “The 

Chamber’s reserve as of 
September 30, 1997 is ap¬ 
proximately $77,000 and 
not $120,000. The $50,000 
received from the City an¬ 
nually is not a ‘gift’ as im¬ 
plied by Mr. Wuo. The 
Chamber and the City 
have a specific contract for 
services provided by the 
Chamber to the City and 
this contract is reviewed 
annually with a perfor¬ 
mance report.” 

Statement: “I have no 
objection about Mr. Cos¬ 
tuma continuing service on 
the Board of Directors. 
Why did we pass the by¬ 
law? If Mr. Costuma loves 
our Chamber, as he says, 
why doesn’t he end this 
controversy? Mr. Costuma 
can continue work as a 
volunteer and help our 
Chamber without being on 
the Board.” 

Response: “It was Mr. 
Wuo who initiated the pro¬ 
posed addition to the by¬ 
laws changing the qualifi¬ 
cations for active voting 
members of the Board of 
Directors. If Mr. Wuo had 
no objection to Michael 
continuing service on the 
Board of Directors, as he 
states, why did Mr. Wuo 
request the change and 
continue to raise the issue 
even after Michael was 
permitted to remain on the 
Board by a vote of the 
Board?”

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There’s No Modesty In Fight 
Against Breast Cancer 


They are even talking about it on comedy shows such 
as “Murphy Brown.” But breast cancer — the second 
most common form of cancer in women - is no laugh¬ 
ing matter. An estimated 175,000 new cases of breast 
cancer are reported each year in the U.S., according to 
the American Cancer Society. Of these about 45,000 
women will die of their disease. However, if detected 
and treated early before it spreads to the lymph nodes 
and other parts of the body, chances for survival are 
better than 90 percent. 

In recognition of Breast Health Awareness day on 
October 18, Methodist Hospital is hosting a series of free 
lectures and screenings focusing on breast health from 
8:30 a.m. to noon. The program will include a Breast 
Health Update conducted by physician panel, lectures 
on fitness and nutrition, healing and spirituality, dynamic 
strength training, breast .self-exams, and a free breast 
screening. 

Dr. Stafford says besides leading a healthy lifestyle, 
the first step in defense against breast cancer is self-ex¬ 
amination of your breast. With proper training by a 
medical professional, the self-exam can detect lumps or 
other abnormalities of the breast. 

“It is recommended that every woman performs a 
breast self-estee/n each month, about a week after their 
menstrual period. Although self-examination is a simple 
process, the majority of women still so not take this 
step,” says Dr. Stafford. 

According to a recent survey, up to 70 percent of 
women do not do a breast self-exam regularly. And those 
who do often do not follow proper techniques. Even if 
everything seems normal, it is best to have your breasts 
examined by your doctor at least once a year. 

Mammography every year after the age of 40 helps 
detect cancers too small to be felt by you or your doc¬ 
tor. 

Many women needlessly delay seeing a doctor when 
they discover a breast lump. Fear of cancer, self-denial, 
or the hope that “it will go away itself’ all are reasons 
women give for not seeing their doctors. Although three 
out of every four breast lumps are benign or noncancer- 
ous, it is best to have a physician check to make sure. 

Dr. Stafford says once a lump is detected and a 
mammogram indicates the possibility of a breast tumor, 
a biopsy is necessary for diagnosis. A simple biopsy can 
be done in your doctor’s office. A more extensive biopsy 
requires a trip to the hospital or an outpatient clinic. 

The exact cause of breast cancer is unknown, but the 
risk seems to be higher for woman whose mothers, sis¬ 
ters or daughters have breast cancer. Risk is also higher 
for women who never had children, those who had their 
first child after age 30 and for those who have benign 
noncancerous breast diseases. Some studies suggest that 
a diet high in animal fats may be a factor. Despite what 


many people think, breast cancer is not caused by blows, 
bruises, giving birth, nursing a baby or sexual activity. 

Dr. Stafford says symptoms of breast cancer are: 

— A breast lump 

- bleeding or discharge from the nipple 

- change in breast shape or contour 

- dimpling or puckering of skin 

- inflamed reddish appearance of the breast

to 10%-15%, which he claims would have multiple 
benefits, including a greater understanding of for¬ 
eign cultures for American students, the college will 
receive more money (since foreign students pay 
higher tuition) and the growth could spur expansion 
and provide local jobs. 

Beth Wells-Miller has been an Arcadia resident 
since 1976. Her career was devoted to education, 
with 37 years spent teaching in the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District. She is now on the Alpha Aux- 
illiary Executive Board for Arcadia Methodist Hos¬ 
pital. She also serves on the executive board for the 
California Philharmonic Orchestra. She was a harp¬ 
ist with the Pasadena Civic Symphony. She was also 
the Chair of the Sister Cities Commission, and has 
volunteered at Methodist Hospital for over six years. 
She just completed working on the Methodist 
Hospital’s primary fundraiser, the Black Tie Crys¬ 
tal Ball Fundraiser. 

She considers the most important current issue 
facing the Board the implementation of the Title 5 
law, passed in 1991, and the representation of all 
groups on campus in the governance of the college.
